1 . A request for reconsideration was received from applicant on 1 0/26/2009.

3. Claims 1-13 and 15 are canceled (as indicated in the previous office action). 

4. Claims 14 and 16 are remaining in the application. 

5. Applicant's remarks states on record where the corresponding structure set forth 
in the written description of the specification performs the "means for tightening the 
strap" as recited in the claims; therefore, the objection to the specification is withdrawn. 

6. Claims 14 and 16 are allowed, as previously indicated; see below. 

7. The office action mailed on 7/23/2009 incorrectly indicated that claims 14 and 15 
are remaining in the application and are allowed. The 7/23/2009 office action should 
have indicated that claims 14 and 16 are remaining in the application and are allowed.

Claim 15 is correctly indicated as 
canceled in the 7/23/2009 office action. This is provided in order to clarify the record.
